President Francis of the Louisiana Pur- 
thase Exposition Company has written a 
jetter to Thomas H. Carter, chairman of 
the National Exposition Commission, ask- 
ing official definition of the boundaries of 
the Louisiana Purchase. 

“This information is desired,’’ says the 
letter, “to insure uniformity in the maps, 
and historcial accuracy in the literature per- 
taining to the World's Fair. We also de- 
sire it in order to perfect the Louisiana 
Purchase organization for co-operation in 
the Exposition." 

At three points there are disputes, says 
President Francis, regarding the boundar- 
jes of the Purchase. 

One is on the west. According to some 
maps the Pacific Ocean bounds the pur- 
chase on the west while others give the 
watershed between the Mississippi and the 
Pacific as the boundary. 

The - vernment maps during the last few 
years have differed on this point. 

A second dispute regards Texas. Presi- 
dent Francis says there is strong evidence 
in the support of the view that the Lone 
Star state is a part of the Purchase. 

The third question of boundary ‘is along 
the southeastern edge of the purchase. 

After mentioning the dispute about the 
western boundary, President Francis’ let- 
ter 16 as lfoliows: 

“In this connection I wish to call your at- 
tention to the differences in the maps is- 
sued by the government within a few years, 
some of them projecting the Louisiana Pur- 
chase territory through to the Pacific, oth- 
ers limiting it to the watershed iine be- 
tween the Mississippi and the Pacific. 

“Having been commissioner of the general 
land Oifice, and Kepresentative anu Sena- 
tor from Montana, a Louisiana territory 
Btate, you are undoubtedly familiar with 
the controverted question of boundary. 

“A report made to Congress several years 
a@go by the government commission seems 
to afford some basis for the claims of thuse 
who think the Louisiana territory extended 
to the Pacific. An official expression on 
the weight to be given this report is con- 
sid desirable.

Patrolman William Maeder of 3425 Henrt- 
etta street, shot and mortally wounded 
Joseph Botz, an alleged po.ice character, of 
2330 South Ninth street, Monday night, dur- 
ing an assault which the latter and his 
brother John had made upon him at 
Seventh street and Ann avenue. 

Botz was found, dying, an hour later in 
the rear of 802 Russell avenue, with the re-

His body was taken 
to the morgue. 

John Botz escaped but surrendered him- 
self Tueday morning at the Soulard Street 
Po'ice Station. 

Officer Maeder, although beaten almost 
into insensibility, went to the police station 
after his wounds had been dressed at the 
aispensary and wrote a report of the 
} trouble. He did not then know his aim 
had been deadly.

While according to the Weather Bureau 
the drouth has been broken by rains, it 
is yet a question whether the rains have 
not come too ‘ate to be of large benefit 
to corn, hay potatoes and other crops.

They say 
that the effect of the rains of the past 24 
hours was simply to cool the atmosphere 
and to lay the dust. In no place was the 
fall great enough to permanently relieve 
the burning corn. It will take heavy soak- 
ing rains to do that as the ground is so 
sparched that a half inch or more of rain 
is swallowed up in a couple of hours and 
it is impossible to tell from the condition 
of the ground that there had been a rain.

CROPS WILL BE BENEFITED|%. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 16.—Rain fell 
over an area of 8 miles around Kansas 
City early this morning and reports from 
different parts of the southwest indicate 
thunderstorms and lower temperature dur- 
ing the day or tonight. At Lawrence, 
Kan., this morning, enough rain fell to ef- 
fectively lay the dust, clear the atmosphere 
and freshen vegetation, but not enough 
to do any permanent good. It is the [first 
fall in that vicinity for 3% days.

THINKS DROUTH 1S UNBROKEN 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 16.—From all in- 
dications the rains which have fallen in 
Missouri during the last 24 hours have done 
little or no good. No reports on the subject 
have been received at the government ex- 
periment station here. There has been no 
change in the temperature in this vicinity 
and the terrible heat continues. 

Observer Hackett, when seen this morn- 
ing for the Post-Dispatch, said that he 
felt safé in saying that there has been no 
rain of importance and that the drouth was 
certainly not broken. These raing are over- 
estimated, said Mr. Hackett. Considering 
the conditions people are inclined to exag- 
gerate tho amount of water that has fal- 
len. Heavy rains have been reported this 
week at places where the fall amounted to 
only a fraction of an inch. These lIittte 
rains are doing no general good. I am sure 
of this by the present condition of the at- 
mosphere. I have received no reports in 
the last 24 hours, but I can vouch for the 
fact that no rain of sufficient depth to do 
any general good has fallen in central Mis- 
souri. From all other information ‘that can 
be gathered at the station there seems to 
be no news of an encouraging nature. The 
drouth continues and local rains =-re of 
no avail. The situation in Missouri is 
growing worse each day. If a general; 
heavy rain does not fall within a week late 
corn will perhaps be pam redemption.

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LEADING THE WORLD IN IRON. 


The spinal column of modern civilization is iron. It is an 
axiom that the nation that produces and uses most iron leads 
the race, so far at least as material growth is concerned. 

It is therefore an event of large meaning that the United 
States in the year 1900 shot ahead of all other countries in 
the production of iron ore. The immense total of 27,500,000 
tons was taken out of our mines last year. For the first time 
in our history we surpassed the iron-ore production of both 
Great Britain and Germany. 

Within two years the mines of this country have increased 
their output by nearly one-half. No less than twenty-four 
of our States and two of our Territories are now iron-ore 
producers. Michigan leads the procession with an output of 
nearly 10,000,000 tons, but Minnesota treads very closely on 
her heels. Alabama is third, with an output of 2,750,000 tons. 

A striking feature of this increased iron-ore production is 
that, contrary to the general rule, its value has increased at 
the same time. The total output of 1900 was valued at $66,- 
590,604, an average of $2.24 per ton, which was $1 per ton 
more than the average value of the much smaller output of 
1899. In part this is explained by the fact that the big Stee} 
Trust controls the majority of the best mines, though it is 
due in some measure to the general ‘‘boom” in all values and 
prices.

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INEQUALITY BEFORE THE LAW. 


Every traveler returning from a trip abroad must submit 
to the law and Custom House regulations—except Mr. J. P. 
Morgan and a few others who for some reason were exempted 
when they landed a few days ago. 

These gentlemen left their baggage—luggage perhaps they 
prefer to cal] it—in charge of servants who answered inspect- 
ors’ questions and saw their employers’ belongings through 
the Custom House. 

Ordinary individuals stand in line and wait their turn. The 
privileged gentlemen mentioned walk away care free. The 
law requires that no passenger shall leave che ship until she 
reaches the dock. Some of these fortunate persons left at 
Quarantine. 

The inspectors’ “rummage” is an intolerable nuisance and 
everyone protests, but ordinary men tolerate it, intolerable 
asitis. They must. Extraordinary persons need not. 

It is a small matter perhaps, but it is wrong. And it ought 
not to be allowed. When it comes to standing before the law, 
we are all supposed to be “average men” in .this country. 
It isn’t agreeable to think that this dispensation has been 
made in favor of wealthy citizens. It smacks of inequality 
before the law 
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One of the highest marks of civilization is the production 
of good butter. The right kind of butter is the most delicious 
food that finds its way to American tables. That the butter- 
makers of Missouri have received eight diplomas at the Pan- 
American Exposition, surpassing every State in the West and 
coming within one-fourth of a point of equaling the best but- 
ter made in New York and New Hampshire, is highly grati- 
fying to all Missourians. In 1903 we may have a butter ex- 
hibit that will be fully up to anything in the East, proving 
that Missourians need little showing in the dairy. 


It is said that the Younger brothers now go forth as men 
who have been mentally, morally and physically reconstructed 
under the penal system of the United States.

time.

STRANGE CASE IN CHICAGO

She Is Miss Florence Ely, Made Her 
Home With the Lad’s Parents, 
and Evincd Strong Devo- 
tion to Her Nephew.

CHICAGO, July 16—Miss Florence Ely, 
whose disappearance from Evanston with. 
her 13-year-old nephew, Frank Kly Rogers, 
has caused the friends and relatives of both 
no end of anxiety, may be found through 
a clew that came to the attention of the 
Evanston police. Should the clew prove 
worthless, and no positive information be 
obtained within the next few days, the rel- 
atives will offer a reward for the discov- 


ery of the missing couple.

The: boy's home at 713 Hinman oho goto 
Evanston, was the scene of much ef an 
anxiety today as the hours passed and no 
news came of the ilil-matched runaway 
pair. Policemen and neighbors were fre- 

ue ‘isttors. 
quent Rogers and his aunt disappeared 
from home Saturday morning. Miss my 
had made her home with the family for 
years, and her attachment for her little 
nephew had been deep and enduring since 
his birth. 

The boy’s father, James C. Rogers, @ 
manager in the wholesale store of Carson 
Pirie, Scott & Co., is moving heaven an 
earth almost to locate his son and sister- 
in-law. 

Four years ago Chicago had an affair 
that, strangely enough, almost parallel this 
case. On the evening of Nov. 3, 1896, Bruno 
Milke, 14 years old, eloped with his aunt, 
Mrs. Annie Schreiber, 28 years_ old. The 
boy lived with his parents at 865 5 effield 
avenue, and the woman resided next door, 

The attachment between the two had 
been noticed for a long time, but the tragic 
denouement was not looked for. The cou- 
ple left a note behind saying that they 
were going away to die together. 

The Sheffield avenue police were notified 
the minute the discovery was made. Tele- 
grams were sent broadcast through the 
surrounding country, but to no avall. 

The next day—election day—the boy shot 
and badly wounded his aunt in Elgin, and 
then killed himself instantly. The shooting 
had deen agreed upon by the two, and the 
child was named by the aunt as the execu- 
tioner. 

The woman finally recovered and returned 
to Chicago. 

The relatives and friends of Frank Rogers 
do not look for such an ending to the pres- 
ent case, but fear and worry are oppressing 
them heavily. 

The parents of the boy do not like to have 
the affair spoken of as an elopement, but 
the Evanston police look at it in that light. 

he Rogers home in Hinman avenue ts 
one of menas and refinement. The house 
—a large, Squaré, frame building, is back 
from the street and is buried in the follage 
of trees, and surrounded by a sg cot 
lawn. The interior bears out the impres- 
sion gained from the outside. The furn- 
ishings are not lavish and extravagant, but 
are well selected and indicative of the 
rosperous Evanston resident. In_ this 
ouse Frank Rogers was born. He is an 
only child, and his 18 years of life have been 
smooth and pleasant. Eve obstacie in 
his pathway has been carefully removed 
for him by anxious hands, since the first 
day his toddling feet crossed the living 
room. Solicitude for his welfare has been 
the one motive of the household from that 
day to the hour when he left his home to 
g0 away with his aunt. Father, mother 
grandmother, and aunt have sacrific 
selves thirteen years in behalf of this child. 

Miss Florence Ely, the mother’s sister, 
has been a_ member of the household for 
20 years. She was known as a brilliant 
woman in many ways, &a woman of culture 
and education—a graduate of Vassar. She 
was a musician of ability, and for years 
was a teacher of music. She never mar- 

ed. 

When this boy, Frank. was born, Miss 
E}ty idolized the baby. She loved him as 
much as the mother did, and it was her de- 
light to care for and amuse him. As he 
grew into boyhood this affection grew with 

m. 

The care of the pow 4 took precedence over 
everything in the mind of Miss Ely. Even 
her music lessons were neglected if th 
conflicted with her attentions to the child. 
Gradually she became a monomaniac on 
the subject, but for a long time nothing 
particular was thought of the affectionate 
relations. Being thrown into intimate daily 
associations with the boy, and havi no 
domestic cares of her own, it yas natural 
that she should shower her 


It may be that Miss Ely’s mind was al- 
ready overbalanced by her attachment for 
the boy, and that a coming separation 
was the means of developing her mono- 
mania into an acute form. Such is 
theory of the parents. It is evident that 
the aunt made careful plans for the elo 
ment, or kidnaping, or abduction, or what- 
ever it wae. WF peeme alse, eteer thas the 
»0y ha nowledge of such preparations 
though it may be that he pelsaved ihe aunt 
was simply going to take him on a holiday. 

Saturday morning Frank left home, os- 
tensibly to attend a children’s picnic. He 
took absolutely nothing With him in the 
way of clothing. Miss Bly left the house 
soon afterward.
